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These data refer only to the courses in agriculture and home economics at 
the State colleges of agriculture in the 13 Central States. Of the repo-rted 
9,200 studen(bs enrolled in agricultur^and home economics, 2,916 or 31.70 percent, 
were former 4-H club members. T^--6tates reported 573 additional former 4-H club 
members who were enrolled in--other courses.

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It is desirable to obtain annually information relative to the enrollment 
of former members of the 4-H clubs in the courses in agriculture and in home 
economics at the State colleges of agriculture. This information is one measur- 
ing stick of the effectiveness of 4-H clubs in fostering a desire for further 
scholastic training on the part of fam boys and girls. 

Ho attempt has been made to obtain information regarding entrance in 
courses other than those in agriculture and home economics or from colleges 
other than the State colleges of agriculture- It is known, however, that many 
former 4-H club members enter other courses at the agricultural colleges and al- 
so that many more enroll as students at other educational institutions. 



It probably is true that the av/arding of scholarships to 4-H club members 
has been a factor in encouraging attendance at the State colleges of agriculture. 

A definite trend is indicated by these annual summaries. Data for the 
first summary were compiled for the college year 1927-28- At that time the re- 
ports indicated that there were 751 former 4-H club members enrolled as students 
ms compared v/ith 3,395 reported for the present college year - a gain of 352 
^percent . 




It is evident, in view of these data, that the 4-H club movement is foster- 
ing a desire on the part of 4-H club members to obtain additional scholastic 
training, and is directing an increasing number tovmrd the State colleges of 
agriculture.
